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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application now contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of a "semiconductor die": 



Species I = "Semiconductor die" having "stepped edge" (i.e. "bi-level edge") 
[e.g. claims 18-25, 35-39 and 41-43 are "readable on" Species I].

Species II = "Semiconductor die" having "planar perimeter side surfaces" that 
inherently extend between major faces of the semiconductor die. 
[e.g. claims 11-17 are "readable on" Species II].

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, seemingly none of the claims are generic.
